13. The decrease which has been effected in the percentages both of melting 
and coinage losses at the Calcutta Mint is satisfactory. The increase in the 
melting losses at the Bombay Mint is reported by the Mint Master to be in 
some measure due to the newly laid floor in the Melting Department of the 
Mint absorbing at first more silver than the old floor. The loss on coinage in 
the Bombay Mint, though stated by the Mint Master to be 7 pies per cent., 
appears, if calculated on tale of coinage, as is done in the Caleutta Mint, to 
amount to 11 pies per cent.; but even this figure Shows a satisfactory reduction 

^on the loss in the previous year, The Governor General in Council is glad to 


observe that the Mint Masters have continued, during the year under review, 


to give special attention to the reduction of the operative losses. 


14. Under the head of salaries and establishments there is a satisfactory
